While only two municipalities. Dun- 
car and Kamloops, have formally ap¬ 
plied to te Government for the right 
to take a census which will be ac¬ 
cepted by the provincial authormea as 
accurate. It la understood virtually all 
municipal councils will take this ac¬ 
tion before the end of the year In¬ 
quiries received by Government offices 
show that municipalities generally are 
desirous of implementing the new, 
legislation. 

Unless a municipality takes a census 
thla year It will not be able to do ao 
for five years. It was explained at tbe 
Parliament Buildings. Every five years 
municipal authorities will be allowed 
to survey their populations in an au¬ 
thoritative way- Of course, they may 
do ao more often, but the census 
figures thus compiled will not be ac¬ 
cepted by the Provincial Oovertlment 
In fixing municipal per capita grants. 

Under the present arrangement, the 
municipalities will take the census in 
close co-operation with the Govern¬ 
ment. the provincial authorities super¬ 
vising the work and the municipal 
councils paying for it.
